Subject: Informational Survey: Media Arts and Visual Design & Imaging CTAGs 

 

Background Information: Each year the Ohio Department of Education (ODE)’s career-

technical content standards are reviewed in different subject areas. At the same time, the 

learning outcomes of existing Career-Technical Assurance Guide (CTAG) courses in the same 

area are reviewed to identify any necessary updates and to maintain alignment between ODE 

content standards and the CTAG courses. This revision process is conducted as a collaboration 

between ODE, the Ohio Department of Higher Education (ODHE), and faculty at both 

secondary and post-secondary institutions. 

 

In preparation for the upcoming revision of the Arts and Communication content standards and 

CTAG courses, ODHE staff are seeking to gather preliminary information from faculty experts 

(1) to determine which existing CTAG courses may be in need of significant updates and (2) to 

ensure that we have current data on institutional courses that align to the CTAG learning 

outcomes. The data provided in this survey will help guarantee that we can most effectively 

support the students of Ohio. 

 

What We Need from You: This memo addresses the need to gather data on the learning 
outcomes of the current Media Arts and Visual Design & Imaging CTAG courses and the 
courses taught at Ohio public colleges and universities that align to them. The Media Arts CTAG 
includes the following courses: 

• Introduction to Digital Media Arts and Media Design 

• Introduction to Audio Production 

• Introduction to Single Camera Video Production 
• Multi-Media Production for the Web 

 
The Visual Design & Imaging CTAG includes the following courses: 

• Design and Typography Fundamentals 

• Fundamentals of Advertising Communication
